in abe days of GreatAgitator, O’Cocnell,— 


that seems #0 wonderfully well adapted 
to Beewre contentment for Ireland as 
“Home Rale.” So high does it stand ia 
‘ our sme that it will be passing 
strange, if “ Home Rule” does not 


become the turning point to bring 
aboot the union of the whole English- 
speaking race so as to belt the 
globe with-a Paen-Anglican Copfed- 
eration, and rule the world. “Home Rule” 
seems to have been produced in Ireland 
at a time when everything is propitioas— 
when everytbing seems hkely to crown 
it. with success. It is not coofined to 
Catbolic or Protestant, to Orangemen or 
Ribbonmen, to the Irish peasantry or 
the Irish landed aristocracy, but in all 
classes, all profcssions, all religions, as 
well with the landlord as with the ten- 
ant, “Home Rule” seems to be-a popular 
doctrine—a panacea for Irish discontent. 
We confess that we heartily sympathize 
with it. This journal has occasionelly 
ted the same thing as the cure for 
Treland’s grievances, but always under 
the name of Confederation.

Germany is making great exertions to found 
a navy. Twelve million thalers are set 
apart in the estimetes for the purpose for the 
present year. These estimates are very unus- 
ual in the German budget, and excite much 
interest on account of theirnorelty. A recent 
letter from Berlin says: 

Prince Adalbert, the High Admiral of Ger- 
many, bas. been visiting all harbors and 
shipyards where great activity still there 
seews no doubt that Germahy is bent upon 
producing a strong naval force. Orders bave 
already been given for two new iron-clads of 
the largest size to be begun next spring. 
Considerable-sums are set apart for the com— 
pletion of fortification works KielsndWibelm- 
shaven; above all, Government appears to 
have concentrated its attention upon the fur- 
ther development of the*torpedo system. A 
separate torpedo d:tichment has been formed 
composed of aCommander, 9 Lieutenants, 35 
warrant officers, 200 sailors and some gun- 
smiths and side attendants, and 200,000 tha- 
lers T° tw bc) spent entirely upon torpedo 
experinents.
